And that 
is one of those consummations de- 
voutly to be wished.

Television must do some think- | 
ing. In a few instances its irre- | 
sponsibility has been showing.

That the sins noted are commit- 
ted by but a few is true. It is | 
equally true of newspapers. Ir- | 
responsibility and laziness are | 
the product of a small portion of | 
the American press. |

For newspapers, it seems to | 
me, with the scenes of the in- | 
auguration in mind, that it is | 
necessary to eliminate a great | 
deal of the “‘what”’ from the tra 
ditional journalism school axiom | 
that a good story tells what. 
where and when. Insofar as ma- 
jor news events are concerned, 
people today pretty generally 
know what happened and where. 
They have just looked at it in 
the process of happening. 


But television will never be able 
to tell, as will newspapers, the 
‘“‘why”’ of things. The magnificent 
techniques of television reveal | 
the physical details. The more 
able commentators talk  intelli- 
gently and attractively about 
them. But what about the mental, 
spiritual and deeper human de- 
tails and meanings? 


Great Forces 


What are the great forces which 
now move us to revolutionary 
change? All of a sudden, for ex- 
ample, the senior citizens, the 
men and women over 50 who must 
work for a living, are a major 

economic and_ social problem. 
Television can do a fine service of 
showing us the new machines of 
automation, the computers, the 
physical shortcuts which elimi- 
nate many tasks once performed 
by human beings. But only writ- 
ers Can discuss, interpret and dig 
into the great psychology, the 
heartache, the humanity behind 
the most excellent of documen- 
taries. 


There are vast areas of our 
country which feel only slight -de- 
pression in their economy. These 
are utterly unaware of the 
regions where men and women 
in the thousands have been un- 
employed for as long as_ two 
years. Television can be most 
helpful by picturing the closed 
mines, the empty plants, the lines 
of those seeking surplus food. But 
only writers, and primarily news- 
paper writers, columnists, edi- 
torialists, reporters, can tell the 
whole story, the deep inward 
meaning to the nation and to our 
people. It will always be neces- 
sary to write and print the news. 
But it seems to:me that now 
journalism will be unwise much 
longer to offer it in the old terms 
of what, where and when. More 
than ‘ever we have a _ secular 
need for what the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer describes as “‘the

LEOPOLDVILLE—An air attack 
on the town of Manono in north 
Katanga was reported by U.N. 
headquarters here Monday. 


It was stated that a twin-en- 
gined aircraft flew over Manono 
for about 40 minutes at 8,000 feet 
and dropped six bombs without 
apparently causing casualties or 
damages. 


A U.N. spokesman said the ‘‘ob- 
vious assumption” was that the 
attacking aircraft was on orders 
of Moise Tshombe’s separatist 
Katanga government. The spokes- 
man termed the air raid a “‘hos- 


stone rocket ready to hurl a 
chimpanzee into space Tuesday 
and hoped they wouldn't be 
plagued by troubles which forced 
postponement of the first Minute- 
man launch Monday.

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Kennedy’s Speech 
Is Call to Action 


President Kennedy used no sugar- 
coating in his first State of the Union 
message to Congress yesterday. It was, 
instead, an eloquent call to the American 
people and to Congress to face facts and 
to accept responsibility at home and 
abroad for our own survival. 

It was an honest speech. The frank 
appraisal of the challenges facing this na- 
tion surely should shake all citizens out 
of their complacency. It is, he said, a 
time of national peril but also of national 
opportunity. As in the beginnings of the 
nation, the test is whether a government 
such as ours can endure. 

The President told us that during his 
first 10 days in the White House he has 
been staggered by the “harsh enormity 
of the trials through which we must pass 
during the next four years.” To empha- 
size that point, he reminded us further 
that “Life in 1961 will not be easy.” 

Quite frankly the President outlined 
the problems. We are in economic trouble 
at home and the balance-of-payments 
question also plagues us from abroad. He 
touched briefly on present plans to deal 
with both. Here as in other areas he ad- 
vocated a program of action. 

Mr. Kennedy did not soothe us in 
evaluating the world Communist drive, 
which he proposes to. meet with revision 
of “our whole arsenal of tools.” He an- 
nounced immediate programs to beef up 
our armed strength, to shore up our alli- 
ances, to give American leadership to all 
free peoples and to get our own economy 
moving again. 

* *K > 

He reminded the Communists that on 
the presidential coat of arms the Ameri- 
can eagle holds “in his -right talon the 
olive branch, while in his left is a bundle 
of arrows.” He pledged no neglect of 
either. He did pledge decisiveness—and 
action. 

The challenge to action, to sacrifice 
and to work so that the United States can 
continue to fulfill its historic role as 
champion of freedom was favorably re- 
ceived by most of Congress and the na- 
tion. Now must come the specifics. 

The President can do much by ex- 
ecutive order, as he is well aware. But 
the major action programs he will present 
within the next few weeks will be de- 
pendent upon the will of Congress and 
the suport of the American people. They 
will determine whether the downhill 
slide will continue or whether we will 
move forward toward great “new fron- 
tiers.” 

President Kennedy has given us facts. 
It is up to us, the American people, to ac- 
cept the call to greatness. We believe we 
will.

Such a Massive Blow? 


The House Education Committee has 
approved a bill which would repeal Geor- 
gia’s school attendance law. If it passes 
the General Assembly, the state’s struggle 
to maintain and strengthen public educa- 
tion would have received a major blow. 


We trust that educators, businessmen, 
parents and all others interested in the 
best educational opportunities possible for 
all of the state’s children will oppose the 
repeal with all their strength. No matter 
how much money is provided for teachers 
and the educational program in general, 
much of it will be largely wasted if com- 
pulsory attendance is ended. 


DeKalb Supt. Jim Cherry voiced the 
majority opinion of educators Sunday 
when he declared: “If this provision were 
repealed, we could expect large numbers 
of boys and girls to forfeit their opportu- 
nity for public education.” 

Less than half the state’s white chil- 
dren were attending school as much as 
100 days a year when an attendance law 
was first adopted, Mr. Cherry pointed out. 
Today more than 90 per cent of all Geor- 
gia children attend school 180 days a year. 
Unless attendance is required, boys and 
girls who indeed should be in school “will 
add themselves to the ranks of unskilled 
labor on the farms and in the towns.” 

Georgia’s economic, political and so- 
cial progress depends upon an educated 
population. Unless we provide the trained 
manpower and the skilled labor demanded 
by industry and a growing economy, we 
will slide backward. 

Georgia cannot afford illiteracy.

tion to humanity is applied as a penalty against their paychecks. 
This engenders a feeling of guilt in the paymaster, but not a runaway 
generosity. He pads out with sympathy what the framework of 
revenue lacks. And that is how it traditionally has been.

But teachers in Georgia never before have brought the political 
pressure they are applying this week. More skilled in the truths of 
education than in the fact of politics, they can accomplish, with the 
type of pressure they are now using, just one of two things: 

Either they can wrest from the state and be content with a 
moderate raise, which is all the state is able to pay them from 


present state revenues. 


Or they can collect a barrel full of empty promises from 
frightened or ambitious politicians and go home with great visions 


but little cash. 


What then, should you as a teacher do? First, keep up your 
political pressure. But place it fairly. You are giving the governor 
and the legislature a valuable exercise of their consciences. But it 
isn't fair to break their backs.

If you would generate the pressure for local tax equalization that 
you are exerting for a direct state raise, then you would be breaking 
some hard ground in a field where the politician has not had adequate 
help from you. Once a uniform tax digest is established for all 
counties, then more local money will go into teacher pay—and the 
state raises you do get will be fairly distributed. Lacking a standard 
for local support, loafing counties presently penalize not only their 
own teachers but they dilute the state raises that would go to 


teachers in dutiful counties.

Glum Republican voices mean- 
time are raised to show that 
champagne no longer flows in a 
political honeymoon already over. 
A senior Republican senator, 
Styles Bridges of New Hampshire, 
demands whether there was ‘‘any 
deal’’ with the Soviet Union in 
the fliers’ liberation. 

Now this may seem at first 
glance to be hardly a pally ges- 
ture toward President Kennedy. 
But actually it is not a bad 
thing at all. 

For the Kennedy administration 
has been given an extraordinarily 


problems in a cold war still un- 


enthusiastic public reception. This 


is right and good, to all who are 
more concerned with the country 
than with small partisan feelings. 
But it is an enthusiasm which 
could readily be carried too far— 
for that country’s good and for 
Kennedy’s personal good. 

For a potential danger to his 
administration is our national Ca- 
pacity for extreme optimism in 
times of dramatic changes in lead- 
ership. This might lead the public 
to expect the impossible and so 
at length to turn on leaders who 
never promised the impossible in 
the first place. 

Our tirelessly critical European 
friends therefore are doing their 
bit, too, in pointing out that re- 
leasing: two airmen does not re- 
lease Soviet pressure being ap- 
plied against us all around the 
earth. These European friends are 
quite right here; but there is a 
certain sour irony here, too. 

These same critics spent years 
denouncing the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration as too “‘rigid.’’ Now 
that we have another administra- 
tion they are already worrying 
that it may be too unrigid. About 
this they were wrong before; they 
will be even wronger now.

He cited as an example the ex- 
perience of his father. His father 
as a@ young man, he said, owned 
two young tom cats which he 
kept in a small apartment.

So 
he gave them both to the station 
master at the Union Station, to 
catch mice in the baggage room.

Food 
did not pass their lips for 23 days, 
though the station master plied 
them with milk, the finest salmon

strue this gesture as in itself easing any of the significant tensions of 
the cold war or as offering evidence that the Soviets want to negoti- 
ate productively with President Kennedy. 


Kennedy is making it clear that 
he does not intend to be drawn 
into premature, unprepared sum- 
mit talks. To him, this means 
proof that there is some basis for 
a meeting of minds. 

To free two American flyers 
who should never have been de- 
tained and whose plane should 
never have been shot down 
(since it was not over Soviet 
territory) is no evidence what- 
soever that Khrushchev wants to 
settle anything with Kennedy ex- 
cept on Soviet terms. 

What about the 11 American 
flyers who had not been heard 
from since their unarmed U.S. 
transport plane, which lost its 
bearing a few miles over the 
Soviet-Turkish frontier in Sep- 
tember, 1958, was shot down by 
Soviet fighter planes? Russia 
turned over six dead airmen’s 
bodies but said they had no 
knowledge of the rest of the 17- 
man crew. . 

You will recall that shortly 
after this incident Soviet Deputy 
Premier Anastas Mikoyan was 
visiting Washingt&A in the in- 
terests of trade and good will. 
I recounted something. of the be- 
havior in this report at the time: 

“Mr. Mikoyan : . . professed to 
be downright irritated because the 
officials of the United States did 
not seem to accept his personal 
and official assurances ;that the 
American transport had not been 


shot down, that it had crashed of 


its own fault and that (beyond the 
6 bodies of the 17-man crew) the 
Soviets had told all—absolutely.”’ 

We still do not have the an- 
swer to Mr. Mikoyan’s rhetorical 
question: ‘‘Why should we hide 
anything?’’ But we do have the 
answer to his other question: 
“Why are Americans so suspi- 
cious?’ We were suspicious be- 
cause the whole Soviet explana- 
tion was fishy on its face and the 
denials have now been found to 
be untrue. A Soviet magazine: in 
reprinting an article from an 
East German Communist publi- 
cation, discloses that the 11 un- 
reported U.S. flyers were detained 
by the Soviets and have been 
held .incommunicado ever since. 


This, despite repeated Soviet 
Statements that they had not 
found them. 


It should not be overlooked that 
the Soviets took the case of the 
two U.S. RB47 flyers, now re- 
leased, to the U.N. Security 
Council, demanding. that the

Among the measures approved 
by the Senate with little debate 
were House bills—which now are 
ready to be signed into law by 
Gov. Vandiver—to establish three- 
day non-resident fishing licenses 
and establish guard lines at state 
prisons. 


The bill on which action was 
postponed until Friday was one 
by Sen. Robert Smalley of Grif- 
fin to change the effect of a Geor- 
gia Supreme Court ruling which 
held that a property owner has 
to pay taxes on all his property 
at once. 


“Smalley wants to let a property 
owner obtain a tax-clear title to 
a tract by paying the taxes on it 
so that it can be sold.

Teachers Scold Legislators 
For Flunking That Math Test 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY 


School teachers kept Georgia 
legislators in after school Mon- 
day afternoon and chided them 
roundly for flunking their math. 


The problem facing the big boys 
was apparently so tough that even 
with extra coaching from an esti- 
mated 200 teachers they couldn't 
work it out in study hall and had 
to take it as a homework assign- 
ment for overnight study. 


It involved: (1) multiplication 
of school children, (2) subtrac- 
tion of thousands of teachers from 
the system, (3) direction to find 
the answer by addition—of pay. 


Dressed in their Sunday best, 
teachers from 198 school systems 
of the state—not to mention su- 
perintendents, principals and 
school board members—filed pur- 
posefully into the House chamber 
Monday afternoon to put this 
problem before the House appro- 
priations committee. Many of 
them paid substitutes to take their 
places in the classroom and trav- 

_eled hundreds of miles to be pres- 
ent at the hearing. 


But only two of them spoke out 
at the meeting—and they both got 
brisk and warming applause from 
their hearers. These were a 
plump, rosy, silver-haired first 
grade teacher from Griffin, Mrs. 
Thelma Davis, and a lean, laconic 

high school principal from Atlanta 
—Grady High’s Roger Derthick. 


Mrs. Davis, who has taught for 
22 years and says it is ‘‘the great- 
est calling in the world, next to 
being a mother,” appealed to the

The Legislature will receive a 
proposal Tuesday asking it to tax 
the sale of mixed alcoholic bever- 
ages to provide additional state 
taxes for teacher pay raises and 
allow local governments to raise 
money for their own needs. 


Authors of the bill are Repre- 
sentatives Harry Dicus of Mus- 
cogee County and Joe Hurst of 
Quitman County. 


Dicus said the state could raise 
$2.5 million annually by issuing 
“pouring licenses’ to bars in 
Georgia’s 27 wet counties and im- 
posing a 5-cent tax on each drink. 


FOR TEACHER RAISES 


Counties and municipalities 
could collect another large 
amount of taxes from the same 
licenses. 


Dicus said it would not be pos- 
sible to earmark all the funds for 
teacher pay raises, but he and 
Hurst expressed the hope that the 
funds would be used to increase 
salaries. 


“We would just be taxing a 


practice that goes on all the 
time,”’ Dicus said. 
$250 LICENSES 

Under his proposal, the state 


would sell a $250 “pouring li- 
cense”’ to any establishment sell- 
ing mixed drinks in wet counties. 


Cities or counties would be al- 
lowed to grant similar licenses 
to the bar owners at a minimum 
rate of $250, although there would 
be no ceiling on the rate local 
governments could charge for the 
licenses. 


NO EFFECT ON DRYS 


In addition to the state and 
local pouring licenses, the opera- 
tors would be charged a 5-cent 
tax on each drink sold in their 
establishments. 


Dicus said he has talked to 
several Atlanta bar operators 
and find they average selling 
1,000 drinks a day. He added 
that the increase in state funds 
would be almost enough to fi- 
nance a $100 per year pay in- 
crease for each of Georgia’s com- 
mon school teachers.

An auto title law, designed to 
stop thieves from using Georgia 
as a dumping ground for stolen 
cars, was recommended for pas- 
sage Monday: by the House Com- 
mittee on Motor Vehicles. 


Following a lively discussion, 
the committee added several 
amendments to the measure of 
Rep. Ebb Duncan of Carroll and 
voted, 9-5, to urge House approval. 


The bill is sure to run into 
more tough opposition when it 
reaches the House floor. And Dun- 
can told the committee he expects 
trouble in getting it through the 
Senate. 


But Duncan argued that it is 
time Georgia takes some positive 
action in providing for registra- 
tion of vehicles to discourage auto 
thieves. When it appeared the 
committee might hold the bill for 
further study, Duncan pleaded for 
endorsement so the House as a 
whole could consider the measure. 


Enforcement of the registration 
law would not begin until January, 
1962. The committee added an 
an amendment, suggested by Dun- 
can, authorizing the governor to 
issue an executive order delaying 
enforcement until March, 1962. 


Duncan said the discretionary 
power to delay enforcement would 
give the automobile dealers time 
to come up with any suggestions 
they might have to improve the 
bill through legislation at the 1962

would decide whether the dealers’ 
proposals warranted a delay 1 
enforcing the law.

Black eyed Coosaponakeesa- 
Mary was ,born about 1700 in the 
Indian town of Coweta. Her white 
trader father’s name is unknown. 


eg Her mother was the daughter of 


a Creek VIP known as Old Brim 
or Old Bream. 


At the age of 7 Mary was taken 
to Pon Pon, South Carolina where, 
in her own words, the half-breed 
child was ‘“‘baptized, educated and 
bred up in the principles of Chris- 
tianity.”’ 

While still in her teens she mar- 
ried the son of Colonel John Mus- 
grove, who had been sent in 1716 
to form a treaty of alliance with 
the Creeks. 


The young bride blossomed into 
a well-known hostess. Colonists 
and visitors, including John Wes- 
ley, later to become the founder 
of Methodism, enjoyed hospitality 
at the Musgrove place, called 
“Cowpens.” Oglethorpe undoubt- 
ediy ate venison at some of 
Mary’s outdoor soirees. 


The half-breed woman appar- 
ently was af€ractive to male col- 
onists. When John Musgrove died 
not long after Oglethorpe’s first 
trip back to England in 1736, 
Mary soon took a second white 
husband, Capt. Jacob Matthews. 


The captain was a good provid- 
er, planting on the “Cowpens” 
tract “English wheat, Indian 
corn, peas and potatoes, the larg- 
est crop harvested by labor of 
white hands’’ in the colony. He 
died in 1742. — 


Mary’s third mate was the Rey. 
Thomas Bosomworth, Church of 
England minister who had been 
chaplain of Oglethorpe’s re gi- 
ment. Husband No. 3 was de- 
scribed by one historian as ‘‘pom- 
pous and ambitious . . . with just 
enough learning to make him dan- 
gerous.”” Another reported he was 
““‘mercenary.”’ 


Bosomworth got in trouble with 
fellow colonists when he violated 


guards, screamed and cursed, 
harangued the Indians, declared 
all treaties null and void, and 
demanded that the colonists va- 
cate her property. 

The “‘Empress’ ”’ hour of royal- 
ty was brief. 


Again Captain Noble Jones out- 
witted the Indians with oratory 
and feasting. He pointed out that 
Oglethorpe had found Mary living 
in a mud hut at Yamacraw Bluff. 
Was that the way an empress 
lived? And Mary had a white 
father.

The rampaging Creeks became 
sobered. They nodded at the sage- 
ness of the captain’s arguments. 
Soon Indians and colonists were | 
smoking the peace pipe. Mary’s | 
wild claims were forgotten. 


But the “Empress of Georgia” 
came out in the end with an is- 
land domain and a goodly sum 
of money. She lived to be an old 
woman and her husband con- 
tinued to press her case. 


Among his other schemes, 
Bosomworth had persuaded ““Em- 
peror’’ Malatchee — for the con- 
sideration of some cloth, guns, 
ammunition, and 100 pounds of 
vermillion — to “sign over’’ to 
Mary islands reserved by the 


treaty of 1733. 
Eventually the Crown allowed | ~— 


Mary Musgrove 450 pounds of 
sterling for “goods expended in 
the King’s service’; 1,650 pounds | q 
for her services as Oglethorpe's 
agent; 2,000 pounds, the sum for 
which Ossabaw and Sapelo were | 


sold at auction — and a grant to| 
St. Catherine's Island, where the | 
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Bosomworths already had settled. 


Mary may have lost out as 
empress, but she died and was 
buried on her own island, a leg- 
end in Georgia history.

The bronzed ‘‘Empress’’ set 
out for Savannah with big men of 
the Creek nation; all the chiefs 
pledged to stand by her to their 
last drop of blood. Messengers 
went before her, demanding that 
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the colonists surrender Georgia

Mary kept acoming. 

Colony officials met again, 
plotted to seize Mary Musgrove 
and ship her off to England. 


Cool and courageous Captain 
Noble Jones, heading a company 
of horsemen, met the parading 
Indians on the outskirts of Sa- 
vannah. Bosomworth was dressed 
in full canonical robes. The ‘““Em 
press” was wearing red calico 
and strings of gaudy glass beads 
in lieu of ermine. 

Perhaps Oglethorpe’s legendary 
diamond ring sparkled on her im- 
perial finger. 


Creek chiefs, flattered by a 15- 
gun salute, laid down their arms 
and in solemn dignity were 
escorted to President Stephens’ 
house for conferences. Colony 
officials used persuasion, logic 
and feasting on the Indians. The 
chiefs said they had heard Mary 
was to be sent across the big 
waters. They intended no harm 
to the white man -but they didn’t 
want to lose their queen. 

Next day tomahawk- carrying 
Creeks rioted in the streets of 
Savannah. While women and chil- 
dren stayed indoors, afraid for 
their lives.

She added that 2,600 teachers 
already have withdrawn from 
their school jobs this year as com- 
‘pared to 1,700 at the same time 
last year. 


“We, as classroom teachers, are 
alarmed” that there will not be 
enough teachers in a few years 
to keep schools operating unless 
the trend of losing teachers is 
reversed. 


J. F. Murdock, Floyd County 
school superintendent, said only 
40 of the state’s almost 200 school 
systems can pay supplementary 
salaries, and that the rural sys- 


ltems a are losing their best 
teachers. 


“If I had a resignation today, 
I don’t know where I would go 
to get a replacement,”’ Murdock 
said to illustrate his assertion that 
teachers have to be begged to 
enter the system. 


A fermer legislator and now a 
Lindale educator, E. R. Moulton 
said, ‘‘We’re in bad trouble out 
there trying to staff our schools.” 
Moulton said the state also should 
increase its retirement benefits 
for teachers while bettering 
salaries. 


Roger Derthick of Atlanta’s 
Henry Grady High School, head 
of the Atlanta GEA unit, joined 
others in praising the Legislature 
for “‘acting courageously” to keep 
the schools open. 


“But it is not going to do any 
good if there are no teachers in 
the classrooms,”” Derthick argued.

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SURVIVING SPOUSE 

The phrase “‘surviving spouse”’ 
has a special definition in the 
federal income tax law, which 


income splitting advantages al- 
lowed on a joint return. 
A surviving spouse is a person: 
1. Whose husband or wife died 
during either of the two years 
immediately preceding the tax 
year (1958 or 1959) and 


2. Who has not remarried and 

3. Who maintains in his (or 
her) home a dependent son, step- 
son, daughter or stepdaughter 
for whom he or she is entitled to 
a dependency exemption. 


The test for determining wheth. 
er a surviving spouse maintains 
a household which is the princi- 
| pal place of abode of a son, etc., 
| would be the same test as out- 
lined above for a “‘head of house- 
hold.” 

INCOME SPLITTING 

If you meet these qualifications 
you are entitled to full “income 
splitting’ benefits for the first 
two tax years after the year .in 
which the spouse died. 


It must be understood that the 
“surviving spouse” provision 
makes the joint return tax rates 
applicable: It does not authorize 
you to file a joint return or claim 
any personal exemptions but your 
own and those of the dependent or 
dependents necessary to meet the 
definition of a ‘‘surviving spouse.”’ 


Example: A ‘‘surviving spouse” 
with two dependents would file 
a separate return but would 
claim three exemptions in de- 
termining the amount of taxable 
income. He would then “split” 
this amount to compute the tax, 
just as though at this point a 
joint return were being filed. 
CAUTION ADVISED 

You may not claim “surviving 
spouse” benefits if you file 
Form 1040A, and you must indi- 
cate on Forms 1040 and 1040W

WASHINGTON \®—Here is the 
text of President Kennedy's State 
of the Union message to Con- 
gress: 


It is a pleasure to return from 
whence I came. You are my 
oldest friends in Washington—and 
this House is my closest home. 
It was here, more than 14 years 
ago, that I first took the oath of 
the federal office. It was here, 
for 14 years, that I gained knowl- 
edge and inspiration from mem- 
oers of both parties in both 
houses—from your wise and gen- 
erous leaders—and from the pro- 
nouncements which I can vividly 
recall, sitting then where you 
sit now—including the programs 
of two great presidents, the un- 


dimmed eloquence of Churchill,* 


the soaring idealism of Nehru, 
the steadfast words of De Gaulle. 
To speak from this same historic 
rostrum is a sobering expereience. 
To be back among so many 
friends is a happy one. 


I am confident that friendship 
will continue. Our Constitution 
wisely assigns both joint and 
separate roles to each branch of 
the government; and a President 
and Congress who hold each other 
in mutual respect will neither 
permit nor attempt any trespass. 
For my part, I shall withhold 
from neither the Congress nor 
the people any fact or report, 
past, present or future, which is 
necessary for a free and in- 
formed judgment of our conduct 
and hazards. I shall neither shift 


to the Congress, nor avoid re- 
sponsibility for the outcome of 
those decisions. 


I speak today in an hour of na- 
tional peril and national oppor- 
tunity. Before my term hab end- 
ed, we shall have to test anew 
whether a nation organized and 
governed such as ours can en- 
dure. The outcome is by no 
means certain. The answers are 
by no means clear. All of us to- 
gether—this administration, this 
Congress, this nation—must forge 
those answers. 


Offers Remedies 


But today, were I to offer— 
after little more than a week in 
office—detailed legislation to rem- 
edy every national ill, the Con- 
gress would rightly wonder wheth- 
er the desire for speed had re- 
placed the duty of responsibility. 


My remarks, therefore, will be 
limited. But they will also be 
candid. To state the facts frankly 
is not to despair the future nor 
indict the past. The prudent heir 
takes careful inventory of his 
legacies, and gives a faithful ac- 
counting to those whom he owes 
an obligation of trust. And, while 
the occasion does not call for 
another recital of our blessings 
and assets, we have no greater 
asset than the willingness of a 
free and determined people, 
through its elected officials, to 
face all problems frankly and 
meet all dangers free from panic 
or fear. 


The present state of the econ- 
omy is disturbing. We take 
office in the wake of seven 
months of recession, three and a 
half years of slack, seven years 
of diminished economic growth, 
and nine years of falling farm 
income. 


Business bankruptcies have 
reached their highest level since 
the great depression. Since 1951 
farm income has been squeezed 
down by 25 per cent. Save for a 
brief period in 1958, insured un- 
employment is at the highest peak 
in history. Of some five and a 
half million Americans without 
jobs, more than one million have 
been searching for work for more 
than four months. And during 
each month some 150,000 workers 
are exhausting their already 
meager jobless benefit rights. 


Nearly one-eighth of those who 
are without jobs live almost with- 
out hope in nearly a hundred 
especially depressed and troubled 
areas. The rest include new 
school graduates unable to use 
their talents, farmers forced to 
give up the part-time jobs that 
had balanced their budgets, 
skilled and unskilled workers laid 
off in such important industries 
as metals, machinery, automo- 
biles and apparel. 


Economy in Trouble 


Our recovery from the 1958 
recession, moreover, was anemic 
and incomplete. Unemployment 
never returned to normal levels. 
Maximum use of our national in- 
dustrial capacity was never re- 
stored. 


In short, the American economy 
is in trouble. The most resource- 
ful industrialized economy on 
éarth ranks among the last in 
economic growth. Since last 
spring it has actually receded. 
Business investment is in a de- 
cline. Profits have fallen below 
predicted levels. Construction is 
off. A million unsold automobiles 
are in inventory.. Fewer people 
are working—and the average 
work week has shrunk well be- 
low 40 hours. Yet prices have 
continued to rise—so that now 
too many Americans have less to 
spend for items that cost them 
more to buy. 4 


Economic prophecy is i best 
an uncertain art—as demonstrat- 
ed by the prediction one year ago 
from this podium that 1960 would 
be “the most prosperous year in 
our history."" Nevertheless, fore- 
casts of continued slack and only 
slightly reduced unemployment

We cannot afford to waste idle 
hours and empty plants while 
awaiting the end of a recession. 
We must show the world what a 
free economy can do—to reduce 
unemployment, to put unused ca- 
pacity to work, to spur new pro- 
ductivity and to foster higher eco- 
nomic growth within a framework 
of sound fiscal policies and rela- 
tive price stability. 


New Jobless Pay 


I will propese to the Congress 
within the next 14 days measures 
to improve unemployment com- 
pensation through temporary in- 
creases in duration on a 
self-supporting basis — to pro- 
vide more food to the families of 
the unemployed and aid to their 
needy ehildren—to redevelop our 
areas of chronic labor surplus— 
to expand the services of the U.S. 
employment offices—to stimulate 
housing and construction—to se- 
cure more purchasing power for 
our lowest paid workers by rais- 
ing and expanding the minimum 
wage—to offer tax incentives for 
sound plant investment—to in- 
crease the development of our 
natural resources—to encourage 
price stability—and to take other 
steps aimed at insuring a prompt 
recovery and paving the way for 
increased long-range growth. This 
is not a partisan program concen- 
trating on our weaknesses—it is

Efficient

ance of payments problem. Lay- 
ing aside all alarmist talk and 
panicky solutions, let us put that 
knotty problem in its proper per- 
spective. 


It is true that, since 1958, the 
gap between the dollars we spend 
or invest abroad and the dollars 
returned to us here has substan- 
tially widened. This over-all defi- 
cit in our balance of payments in- 
creased by nearly $11 billion in 
these three years—and holders of 
dollars abroad converted them to 
gold in such quantity as to cause 
a total outflow of nearly $5 billion 
from our gold reserve. The 1959 
deficit was caused in large part 
by the failure of our exports to 
penetrate foreign markets—the re- 
sult both of restrictions on our 
goods and our own uncompetitive 
prices. The 1960 deficit, on the 
other hand, was more the result 
of an increase in private capital 
outflow seeking new opportunity, 
higher return or speculative ad- 
vantage abroad. 


Meanwhile this country has 
continued to bear more than its 
chare of the West’s military and 
foreign aid obligations. Under ex- 
isting policies, another deficit of 
$2 billon is predicted for 1961— 
and individuals in those countries 
whose dollar position once de- 
pended on these deficits for im- 
provement now wonder aloud 
whether our gold reserves will 
remain sufficient to meet our 
obligations. ' 


All this is cause for concern— 
but it is not cause for panic. 
For our monetary and financial 
position remains exceedingly 
strong. Including our drawing 
rights in the International Mone- 
tary Fund and the gold reserve 
held as backing for our currency 
and federal reserve deposits, we 
have some $22 billion in total gold 


stocks and other international 
monetary reserves — and I now 
pledge that their full strength 


stands behind the value of the 
dollar for use if needed. 


Moreover, we hold large assets 
abroad—the total owed this na- 
tion far exceeds the claims upon 
our reserves — and our exports 
once again substantially exceed 
our imports. 


In short, we need not—and we 
shall not—take any action to in- 
crease the dollar price of gold 
from $35 an ounce—to impose ex- 
change controls—to reduce our 
antirecession efforts—to fall back 
on restrictive trade policies—or 
to weaken our commitments 
around the world. 


This administration will not dis- 
tort the value of the dollar in 
any fashion. And this is a com- 
mitment. 


Gold Crisis 
Prudence and good _ sense 
do require, however, that new 


steps be taken to ease the pay- 
ments deficit and prevent any 
gold crisis. Our success in world 
affairs has long depended in part 
upon foreign confidence in our 
ability to pay. A series of execu- 
tive orders, legislative requests 
and cooperative efforts with our 
Allies will get under way imme- 
diately—aimed at attracting for- 
eign investment and travel to 
this country—promoting American 
exports, at stable prices and with 
more liberal governmental guar- 
antees and financing—curbing tax 
and customs loopholes that en- 
courage undue spending of pri- 
vate dollars abroad—and (through 
OECD, NATO and_ otherwise) 
‘Ed: OECD is the Organization 
for Economic Cooperation and De- 
velopment) sharing with our Al- 
lies all efforts to provide for the 
common defense of the free 
world and the hopes for growth 
of the less developed4dands. While

But more than our exchange of 
international payments is out of 
balance. The current ‘federal 
budget for fiscal 1961 is almost 
certain to show a net deficit. The 
budget already submitted for fis- 
cal 1962 will remain in balance 
only if the Congress enacts all 
the revenue measures requested 
—and only if an earlier and 
sharper up-turn in the economy 
than my economic advisers now 
think likely produces the tax 
revenues estimated. Neverthe- 
less, a new administration must 
of necessity build on the spending 
and revenue estimates already 
submitted. Within that frame- 
work, barring the development 
of urgent national defense needs 
or a worsening economy, it is 
my current intention to advocate 
a program of expenditures which, 
including revenues from a stimu- 
lation of the economy, will not of 
and by themselves unbalance the 
earlier budget. 


Housing, Schools 


However, we will do what must 
be done. For our national heouse- 
hold is cluttered with unfinished 
and neglected tasks. Our cities 
are being engulfed in squalor. 
Twelve long years after Congress 
declared our goal to be “a de- 
cent home and a suitable environ- 
ment for every American fam- 
ily,” we still have 25 million 
Americans living in substandard 
housing. A new housing program 
under a new Housing and Urban 
Affairs Department will be need- 
ed this year. 


Our classrooms contain two mil- 
lion more children than they prop- 
erly have room for, taught by 
90,000 teachers not properly qual- 
ified to teach. One third of our 
most promising high school grad- 
uates are financially unable to 
continue the development of their 
talents. The war babies of the 
1940s. who overcrowded our 
schools in the 1950s, are now de- 
scending in the 1960s upon our 
collges with two collge students 
for every one 10 years from now 
—and our colleges are ill 
prepared. We lack the scientists, 
the engineers and the teachers 
our world obligations require. We 
have neglected oceanography, sa- 
line water conversion, and the 
basic research that lies at the 
root of all technonogical progress. 
Federal arts for both higher 
and public school education can 
no longer be delayed. 


Medical research has 
achieved new wonders—but these 
wonders are too often beyond the 
reach of too many people, owing 
to a lack of income (particularly 
among the aged), a lack of hos- 
pital beds, a lack of nursing 
homes and a lack of doctors and 
dentists. Measures to provide 
health care for the aged under 
Social Security, and to increase 
the supply of both facilities and 
personnel, must be undertaken this 
year. 


Conscience, Morality 


Our supply of clean water is 
dwindling. Organized and juvenile 
crimes cost the taxpayers millions 
of dollars each year, making it es- 
sential that we have improved en- 
forcement and new legislative safe- 
guards. The denial of constitu- 
tional rights to some of our fel- 
low Americans on account of race 
—at the ballot box and elsewhere 
—disturbs the national conscience, 
and subjects us to the charge of 
world opinion that our democracy 
is not equal to the high promise 
of our heritage. Morality in pri- 
vate business has not been suffi- 
ciently spurred by morality in 
public business. A host of prob- 
lems and projects in all 50 states, 
though not possible to include in 
this. message, deserves—and will 
receive—the attention of both the 
Congress and the executive 
branch. On most of these matters, 


messages will be sent to the 
Congress within the next two 
weeks. 

IV. 
But all these problems pale 


when placed beside those which 
confront us around the world. No 
man entering upon this office, re- 
gardless of his party, regardless 
of his previous service in Wash- 
ington, could fail to be staggered 
upon learning—even in this brief 
10-day period—the harsh enormi- 
ty of the trials through which we 
must pass in the next four years. 
Each day the crises multiply 
Each day their solution grows 
more difficult. Each day we draw 
nearer the hour of maximum dan- 
ger, aS weapons spread and hos- 
tile forces grow stronger. I feel 
I must inform the Congress that 
our analyses over the last 10 
days make it clear that—in each 
of these principal areas of crisis 
—the tide of events has been run- 
ning out and time has not been 
our friend. 


In Asia, the relentless pressures 
of the Communist Chinese men- 
ace the security of the entire area 
—from the borders of India and 
South Viet Nam to the jungles of 
Laos, struggling to protect its 
new-won independence: We seek 
in Laos what we seek in all Asia 
and, indeed, in all—the world—

Attacks Movie Ills 


By JEAN ROONEY 


Violence is lessening in American movies but

Married Students Add a New Twist!

Working your way through college isn’t old-fashioned. 


Several young couples are doing it a new way, earning their 
room and board as house parents at the Methodist Children’s 
Home in Decatur. 


The Rev. and Mrs. Albert Rowell and Mr. and Mrs. Baker 
Turner are among the young married couples playing this un- 
usual role, 


Each couple has a child of its own plus some 16 “adopted 
children.” 


The Rev. Rowell and Mr. Turner are students at Emory Uni- 
versity School of Theology. 


ADOPTED BY CHILDREN 


“The children adopt us,” pretty Mrs. Rowell describes her 
role as temporary mother to 16 grammar school-age girls. Her 
own daughter, LeAnne Marie, is 15 months old. 


Mrs. Rowell and her husband took over a cottage at the home 
almost two years ago. And the Turners took the helm of a house 
full of 8-to-10-year-old boys (15 of them) seven months ago. 
Their son Mark is almost 2 years old. 


FAMILY LIVING 


The young house parents live with their big brood day and 
night, like a normal family. They have one day off a week and 
a weekend off every seven weeks. 


Social life is curbed and there isn’t much privacy, they admit. 
But there's no time to worry about these small drawbacks. 


The children’s home started the couple house parents plan 
several years ago, feeling that young children benefit from a

Luckily feeding the children is done by the children’s home 
kitchen. But each cottage has its own refrigerator and small 
stove for snacking. 


Keeping socks and underclothes darned for 16 children takes 
a bit of doing as well. But Mrs. Rowell has the advantage of 
little girls to help her. 
BIG SATURDAY NIGHT 

Saturday night means a big night—of washing 16 girlish heads 
and curling them up for Sunday School. 

Actually, both young mothers would rather talk about their 
youngsters’ accomplishments than their problems. 

Like normal boys and girls, they take dancing and piano, 
play fullback and first base, as their interests vary. 

Unlike many young people, they keep their rooms neat, beds 
made and floors waxed. 
MORE DEPENDABLE 

“They’re more dependable and ready to help than most chil- 
dren,”” Mrs. Rowell thinks. 

Most of the boys and girls at the home are taken in tempo- 
rarily to tide their parents through an emergency périod. 

Though the children call their house parents ‘“‘Mama” and 
“Papa,” the college couples talk freely to them about their real 
parents. And their parents visit on weekends. 

The biggest worry of both couples is not how much their un- 
usual job is taking out of them but whether they're giving as 
much affection to the children as possible.

The well- 
heeled ‘society’ wife and 
mother can and does leave her 
kiddies with Nanny and trots off 
regular!y to keep her personal 
and social engagemenis, her 
charitable obligations and never 
earns a harsh word for the 
quality of her wife-ing and 
mothering. 


Whatever may be their per- 
sonal reasons and separate moti- 
vations, most working mothers 
are more keenly aware of how 
swiftly time passes and of all 
they must do in the short span 
of 24 hours. These are often 
more concerned than the stay- 
at-home with the quality of their 
wifehood and motherhood. They 
set for themselves higher stand- 
ards of work output, housekeep- 
ing and family activities. They 
become more interestimg people 
and better, more mature adults 
... if for no other reason than 
the fact that they must solve 
all problems attendant to their 
employment without any help 
. .. and without any sympathy 
from a frowning, disapproving 
social order.

She’s a victim of what the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau terms “‘one- of the most 
vicious propositions encountered almost daily” 
by-the organization. 


The Atlanta office of the Better Business 
Bureau this week joined its units the nation over 
in warning homemakers against such earn- 
money-at-home schemes.

Few such offers which have come to the at- 
tention of the Better Business Bureau have ever 
been found to be an actual offer for real em- 
ployment, as implied by the versatile ‘“‘come-ons.”’ 


There are hundreds of earn-money-at-home 
schemes. It is estimated that they take over a 
half billion dollars annually from several mil- 
lion people who are swindled out of amounts 
ranging from $1 to over $1,000. Victims end by 
losing money instead of earning it. 


Home makers are urged to “investigate be- 
fore you invest’ in unknown earn-money-at- 
home’ ventures. Determine, before investing, 
whether the specific proposition offers genuine 
employment, or if it is a scheme to sell you 
something. A series of questions, suggested by 
the BBB, can help put any proposed scheme in 
its proper light: 


Will you be a salaried employe of the firm? 
If no salary is offered, what will be your source 
of earnings? 


Do you have to buy instructions? 


What are the demands for the goods or serv- 
ices offered? 

If you invest and are dissatisfied, what are 
your chances for having your investment er- 
turned?

One of the most outlandish 


grand-slam contracts we have 
seen is submitted by a friend, 
who watched it played in a 
European rubber bridge game. 
South reached seven spades as 
shown in today’s hand and then 
ran into a 60 trump split. In 
addition, he found that the ace 
of hearts was missing and that 
finesses were required in both 
minor suits. Still, declarer man- 
aged to take every trick. 


This looks impossible at first 
glance, but 13 tricks can be taken 
at spades against any defense. 


The heart ace was located 
with West so that it could be 
caught on a ruff, and both the 
diamond and the club finesse 
went through successfully. This 
enabled declarer to cash six top 
tricks in the side suits and then 
pick up all seven trumps in the 
North-South hands on a cross ruff 
during which East was forced to 
underruff. 


When East doubled, declarer 
placed him with length in trumps. 
That was a blow, but South saw a 
play for his grand slam if he was 
lucky enough to find the heart 
ace and two missing kings favor- 
ably located and if East’s distri- 
bution was such that six tricks 
could be cashed in the side suits 
without running into a ruff. That 
is being lucky. 


West opened the 5 of diamonds, 
and declarer saw no choice but to 
finesse dummy’s queen and go 
down like a sport on the opening 
lead. Hope kindled when the 
finesse held. Next came a suc- 
cessful club finesse, then the king 
of hearts, which*rode through and 
won when West refused to cover. 


Declarer continued the heart 
queen, ruffing West’s ace, led a 
club to the ace, cashed the heart 
jack and led a diamond to the 
ace. He returned a diamond, 
overruffing East’s spade 3 with 
the 6, ruffed a heart with the

Tax Changes 
Confusing to 


Employers

among Georgia employers about 
the federal unemployment tax, the 
Internal Revenue Service’s dis- 
trict director said Friday. 


A. C. Ross reported a large 
number of calls about an insert 
mailed last month with the Em- 
ployer’s Quarterly Federal Tax 
Return. The insert called atten- 
tion to an increase in the federal 
unemployment tax from 3 per cent 
to 3.1 per cent, applicable at the 
beginning of this year. 


Some employers thought the So- 
cial Security tax was involved. 
The Social Security tax remains 
at 3 per cent withheld from the 
employe’s wages and 3 per cent 
paid by the employer, Ross ex- 
plained. 


Ross also pointed out that Tues- 
day is the deadline for furnishing 
employes with statements of in- 
come and social security taxes 
withheld last year.

A VOTE FOR THOSE WHO FAVOR AN OLD-FASHIONED WALK

A few months ago this column—All Outdoors 


(if you haven't glanced up at the heading lately) 
—carried a story about a proposed road along 
the north shore of Fontana 
Lake, and it was reprinted in 
North Carolina Wildlife, a Tar 
Heel state magazine. The edi- 
tors of North Carolina Wildlife 
endorsed the column, which I 
admit carried a biased opinion 
that the region between Fon- 
tana Lake and the crest of 
the Great Smokies should be 
left as an isolated bit of wil- 
derness, and not desecrated by 
any roads or highways.

When the column was re- 
printed in Tarhelia’s state wildlife magazine, it 
created quite a stir around the western part of 
North Carolina. I am told that many of the good 
citizens of one city took the day-off to stand on 


the street corners and castigate this lowly scrib- 
bler, and along with him the Wildlife Resources 
Commission, editor of the Commission's maga- 
zine, and anyone else who dared disagree that 
a road should be built entirely around Fontana 
Lake. 


The sum total of this whole commotion was 
that the National Park Service, which I am 
sure would like to get out of having to build the 
road since it only adds to their administrative 
headaches, put the controversy squarely into the 
lap of North Carolina’s Governor Hodges. The 
governor made a trip to the western portion of 
the state, held a public hearing, flew over the 
proposed route and astutely decided that the 
National Park Service should honor its contract 
with the local county to build such a road. 


Now it’s up to Congress to make an appro- 
priation out of your pocket and mine for the 
construction of this apparently unnecessary high- 
way (unnecessary because it parallels a road on 
the other side of the lake), which is reportedly 
beneficial only to a few citizens in that part of 


the country. 


They won't admit this, of course. They say 
the only reason they want the road is to “take 
the pressure off the other side of the park,” 
meaning that they would like to lure more of 
those tourist dollars to their side of the park. 
They claim that the area is now open only to a 
“privileged few’’—a term which must apply to 
those people who occasionally practice the al- 
most lost art of walking. 


This, of course, brings up the fact that every 
federal and state committee which has in re- 
cent years, investigated the health of the aver- 
age American boy, girl and adult, has found us 
physically inferior to the citizens of most other 
nations on this globe. In spite of this, there 
have been far too few programs or promotions 
to encourage the use of our limbs that we may 
build strong, robust bodies, and the healthy 
minds that go with them. 


As in this case, we are building roads even 
into the isolated regions where we may admire 


the country from the comfort of an automobile, 
if we can see around the hot dog stands and 
over the garbage dumps which ultimately and 
almost invariably follow such highways. 


Ernest Swift, noted American conservationist, 
recently lamented the idea that we should thus 
abandon some of our “priceless. wilderness 
areas,’’ as proposed in testimony presented at 
public hearings. The testimony—‘‘It has been 
estimated that not more than one-tenth of 1 per
